effective means of caring for the

Xary, D. S. Veterans Bureau and 
the U. S. Public Health Service.

The policy of the American Red 


Cross Is opposed to da plication of 
services rendered by any other or- 
ganization, but It has found ia the 
rural field that cultivation along 
public health lines Is still very 
meagre. An adequate service of 
one public health curse for every 
2.QOO population Indicates the vast 
eitent of this Se!d throughout the 
entire country. This Is a develop- 
ment work not of a year or two 
years, hut of a decade through the 
combined effort of both o9cia! and 
voluntary agencies having an in- 
terest In health. 


For the long haul up the grade 


to x nation-wide and permanently 
supported service for the public 
health the Red Cross has set a 
high standard for urban and rural 
cursing. Tha "hauling power" or 
mere than 3,500 Red Cross Chap- 
ters is being eierted everywhere 
with greater spirit in the realiza- 


tion that tha Red Cross nurse has 
a usefulness and an influence in 
this work now well understood, and 
that ahead he years of creative ia- 
dustry of inestimable value to the 
community. 


Through teaching In the schools. 


In classes o' mothers, by practical 
demonstrations, ta'ks and home 
visiting, and the Introduction of hot 
lunches for school children, the 
Red Cross nursa as nutrition In- 
structor opens new fields for tha 
organized Chapter forces to pro- 
mote this Important program.
